A Hudson company spokesman 
said that about 1,000 workers struck 
In the machine shop this morning 
and that the union gave no reason 
tor the stoppoge or notification of 
any grievance. 

Hudson lAcks Parts 

The spokesman sold that lack 
ot ports caused by the machine nhop 
strike forced the company to halt 
assembly operations and lay off 
some 7,000 production workers. 

Tha Ford company's suspension 
was the second for the post month. 
The first WOE also caused by lack 
ot material from nuppllors. 

Yesterday U was announced that 
a strike vole was being taken In 
the Ford plants by the UAW-OIO 
Ford division.

"I do not ask (or clemency, ir I 
must die because I dared to speak 
the truth as I sec It. then let me die. 
If I die for my beliefs they will not 
die with me. and there may be a 
rebirth of freedom of speech."

traffic regulations covering street 
Intersections. It Is here that they 
most often come face to face, with 
the outcome depending upon ob- 
servance of the Uw or fast foot- 
work. 

The law requires the driver of a 
vehicle Intending to make a right 
hand turn at an Intersection to ap- 
proach the IntersecUon on the right 
hand side of the street, and before 
turning to signal is required by 
state law. Right hind turns may be 
made against a red light traffic 
signal, with the provision that the 
vehicle Is In the outside traffic lane, 
that It come to a complete stop and 
that the driver shall GIVE THE 
EIGHT OP WAY TO VEHICLP3 
AND PEDEffnilANS TRAVERS- 
INO THE INTERSECTION. 

It is a frequent occurrence to see 
a car pushing through pedestrians 
who are in Uie proceaa of using the 
cross-walk either directly in front 
of the car or to the right of the car. 
Regardless of the direction In which 
pedestrlaru are traveling, they al- 
ways have the right of way when 
a cor Is making a right or left hand 
turn, as long as the pedestrians are 
walking wllh the green light. 

A driver who makes a right turn 
against the red light, makes a right 
turn with the green light or makes 
a left turn with the green light, and 
In so doing Interferes with other 
traffic or pedestrians Is not only ' 
subject to arrest but would also be 
liable In event of an accident, . 

By city law, "The driver ot 
vehicle Intending to turn to the loft 
shall approach such Intersection In 
the lane of tr&fllo to the right of 
and nearest to, the middle line of 
the street and In turning shall pass 
beyond the center of the intersec- 
tion, passing ns close as practlcobls 
to the right thereof before turning 
to the left." 

As closely related to courtesy is 
the question of right ot way. 

Ordinarily, vehicles entering an 
Intersection at approximately the 
same time shall give the right of 
way to vehicles on their right. The 
driver of any vehicle traveling at ar 
unlawful speed automatically tor- 
felts any right of way he might oth- 
erwise have. 

A vehicle approaching, but not 
having entered an intersection, shall 
yield the right of way to & vehicle 
wUhln such intersection and turn- 
ing therein to the left across the 
line of travel, provided the driver 
turning left has given a plainly vis- 
ible tlgnaU 

Pedestrians are required by law 
not to cross any street, except at 
the Intersections, and Vehicles are 
to yield the right of way to pedes- 
trians crossing at the Intersections. 

Also a vehicle entering a through 
street shall give the right of way 
to a vehicle upon such a street. 

It might be added that when there 
it ft. question as to who Is right or 
U wrong, many aocldents could 
iTOlded by usliig cohimoii sense 
Utt courtesy, even at the expense 
anetlng a few seconds.

WHOSE OPINIONS? 

After an Interval of comparative silence, 
Henry A. Wallace delivered hU lateat opinion 
of the Marahall plan the other day. He deliv- 
ered It to a reporter of the official YubosIbv 
news agency In New York, but the news story 
appeared under a Belgrade dateline. This waa 
not inappropriate, since Mr. Wallace's cur- 
rent estimate of the Marshall plan sounds 
much like other opinions of It originating In 
Belgrade and points east. 

We seem to recall that the former vice 
president favored the plan when It first was 
proposed. But that, perhaps by coincidence, 
was before Russia decided to stay out. Now 
he tells the Yugoslav press, as the Moscow 
propagandists have told the world, that he 
believes "the Marshall plan delayed an eco- 
nomic depression in the United Btatea." 

Mr. Wallace also said that he was against 
the Marshall plan if "It divided the world In 
two parts" and "If the primary- aim Is to re- 
vive Germany for the purpose of waging a 
struggle against Russia." Pravda couldn't 
have put it any better. 

It may be wonderftd whether Mr. Wallaca 
would give any credit for helping to divide 
the world in two parts to Mr. Molotov for 
Vfalklng but of the Paris conference. Perhaps 
jit thinks that the Russian foreign minister 
vas enticed to Paris as part of a new Im- 
perialistic plot against the Soviet union, and 
that he Just managed to escape before the 
trap was sprung. 

Mr. Wallace's thinking may appear to 
waver and vary, b^,( hfr does seem to cling to 
— one eonstanW concret« llns of thought.. That 
la his apparent obsession with the Idea that 
now Mr. Roosevelt Is gone and Mr. Wallace 
himself is out of the government, there is no 
one left in Washington capable of handling 
things. 

One can only gather from his speeches that 
h« thinks the high places of our government 
are fillod men who are not only Incom- 
ptteftt but actually f^clous. 

Ha may ttBit«mplat« Russian policy with 
ftll the raTerence of a Conununlst party card 
holder. If hA chooses. But when he accuses 
Ut. Truman of courting war through aid to 
Oreece ancj Turkey, when by Indirection he 
accuses th» UarshaU'plan of being a prelude 
to conflict, that is something else. 

niose insulting Indictments are wholly un- 
wirranted. And when he makes them, we be- 
Uere that Mr. Wallace forfeits his claim to 
apeak for the "common man." The Truman 
doctrine and the Marshall plai\ may not be 
perfect. Their authors may be fallible. But to 
accuse those authors of deliberate warmon- 
gering la simply to parrot the ridiculous, dan- 
gerous output of Soviet propaganda. 



DECISION ON "DP'S" 
President Truman once again has appealed 
to congress for legislation which would per- 
mit some Of Europe's displaced persons to 
come to this country. There are, according 
to Mr. Truman, nearly a million homeless 
people existing in European camps. They aur- 
Ttved the persecutions of < one type of totali- 
tarianism, and now refuse to go home and 
live under another type. 

There are many members of congress who 
share these displaced persons' dislike of com- 
munism. Yet, oddly enough, much of the op- 
, position to the DPs' admittance Is found 
among the strongest congressional antl-Com- 
munlsta. 

The argument Is that the United States 
today Is overcrowded and underemployed. 
European refugees, It is said, would take the 
homes and Jobs that rightly belong to veter- 
ans. It Is also said that there might be sub- 
versive elements among them— though It is 
hard to understand why European opponents 
of naaism and communism should be feared 
In this country. 

Let us look at these arguments again, 
^ere are a million E^iropean DPs, or about 
3.B per cent of our population. But this coun- 
try Is not asked to take all of them. The bill 
most likely to be considered calls tor admit- 
ting 100,000 a year for lour years. A hundred 
thousand persons are about seven-hun- 
dredths of one per cent of our populntloii. 
Can anyone seriously think that luoh an In- 
crease would work a hardship upon the 
American people? 

If congress should decide to allow their 
admittance, the displaced persons would have 
to pais the regular Immigration examination. 
M Mr. Truman pointed out. Tlioy would be 
Aoreoned to ethninate Uiose who had criminal 
records, those who were likely to become 
public charges, and other undesirables, 4n-

FBICEB— With steel prices tn- 
creoitns because of the recent coal 
contract, and with aluminum costs 
holding firm despite peak producUon capacity, the 
matter concerns millions of consumers. 

It Is asserted that prices of both steel and aluminum 
could be lowered 11 the government had carried 
out Mr. RoDsevelt'i plans for decentralizing Industry 
and creating keener compeUUon. 

In some respects the matter la another phase of 
the economic bsttle of eaat against west, with Wash- 
ington favoring the old-ejiUbllshed corporaUons of the 
Atlantic seaboard and the middle west. 

PAETIALITV— The govenunent's ^rtlallty toward 
Alcoa, the Me))on tlnn, which was a runnnlng target 
for Roosevelt trust busters In prewar days, has caused 
special wonderment on capltol hUl and Irulde the 
department of Juallce. Every postwar policy apparently 
Increases the size and profits of this corporation. 

On V-J Day, tor Instance, the army -navy munitions 
board, which Is supposed to stockpUe short and atra- 
getlc materials against another crisis, had a supply 
of 400,000,000 pounds of aluminum pig. The aurplus 
has now been depleted to about 47,000,000 i^unds. 
largely due to sales to Alcoa for resala for industrial 
reconversion and expansion. 

ADVANTAGE— The Reynolds Uetals company, an 
Independent wnlch had hoped to expand on the basis 
of war-time operations, has protested these transac- 
tions give the Melltxi Interests an advantage. Reynolds 
asserts that Alcoa has used these government stocks 
to flood the Industrial market In an attempt to kill 
compeUUon from Henrr J. Kaiser, who also entered 
this field during the war In. a big way. 

Reynolds makes the further charge that Alcoa, in 
lU contracts for sale, requires Independent purchasers 
to agree to buy all future supplies from it As a con- 
sequence, Reynolds has had to close down its plant at 
Longvlew, Wash., throwing BOO people out of work and 
dlsllluilonhig civic groups which had counted on this 
development for postwar growth. It may soon have to 
shut down another unit at Lister Hill, Ala.,-« com- 
munity named after the senator from that state. 

FAVORITISM— The Reynolds and Kaiser Interests, 
together with their trlends on capltol hill, have also 
complained against government favorltlom toward the 
Aluminum company of Canada, In which the prin- 
cipal owners of Alcoa held majority control. This 
firm's product has been pooled with Alcoa's in the 
attempt to saturate the American market, to the det- 
riment of domestic rivals, they allege. 

Whereas Reynolds built Its own plant In IMO and 
IMl on borrowings from RFC at a straight 4 per cent 
Interest, the government showed great partiality to- 
ward the Canadian company. The V. B. advanced 
|S8JMI,000 without requiring collateral or Interest. It 
extended a t34,aSD,000 credit at 3 per cent, but again 
It demanded no security. The British gorerrunent 
kicked la with W7,000,000. 

TAEOT— In addition, the U. 8. gave the Canadian 
firm an order for 1,370.000,000 pounds at 1S4 cents a 
pound, or several centx more than it paid to Reynolds. 
On top of that, the state department reduced the 
tariff from four to three cents a ^und. The reduc- 
tion b still In effect, almost two yeara after the war's 
end. 

The growth of the Canadian c6mpetUor has been 
spectacular under these blessings. Whereas It had a 
capacity of onlr iao,000,OOD pounds a year In 1B3S, It 
now can turn out no,000,000 pounds annually. 

A senate surplus property committee, as well as the 
original surplus property board that preceded war 
assets, took serious cognisance of this situation. The 
committee reported: 

"Kxtraordlnary assistance was given by the United 
States government to the Aluminum company of 
Canada, which has resulted in the rise of that com- 
pany from a minor Institution to the largest and 
probably the loweit-cost. private producer of alum- 
inum Ingot In the world , . . It U now the largest 
producer In the world, and has the lowest produoUoa 
costs because of subsidised war expansion In which the 
United autes participated with other governmente."

They 
were forced to re-prlce their goods at levels which 
reflect today's costs.

many government policies teed Inflation. I'rices will 
remain high so long a* tills Is true.

Food Dangers 
Blaine Placed 
On Purchaser 

Magic VaUejr aboppers come In 
contact wltb unsafe food hondlhig 
practices ever? day, H. EL Post, oct- 
hig director of tbe south central 
Idaho district beoltb unit, declares 
in a report on tbe danger of Im- 
properly bandied foods. 

Post places the blame not on 

erchonts, but squarely on tbe 
shoulders of the people who accept 
such practices without complaint. 

"Hams that are displayed on the 
counter so they can be poked with 
the fingers and otherwise examined 
at close range seem to appeal to 
tbe shoppers more than properly 
protected meat products," the re- 
port states. Poit hints that local 
merchants are well aware of tbe 
sales B-ppttl of such displays and 
are often willing to let the shopper 
satisfy bis curiosity at tbe expense 
of sanitation. 

Idaho health laws state that 
food products and beverages offer- 
ed or Intended for sale for human 
consumption must be fully and 'ef- 
fectively protected from flies, dust 
or other sources of contamination 
at all times." Post points out that 
thU law can never be made to be 
fully effective so long as shoppers 
ore willing to settle for haphazard 
protection. 

Stressing the wide -spread public 
acceptance of displays that offer 
little or no protection from dust, 
files and other contamination. Post 
lists pies as one of the moat com- 
mon dangers. Actually, most 
should t>e stored In a case cooled 
by refrigeration or other means, the 
report states. Milk Is an Ingredient 
In many types ot pie, and milk Is a 
notorious host for the growth of 
bacteria when exposed to warm 
air. The report Indicates that the 
public buys more pies when they 
appear unprotected on shelves and 
counters. 

'The solution to these health 
problems can never be found In 
enforcement of health laws if the 
public Is wining to tolerate these 
conditions," the report continues. 
"People win have to leam to rccog- 
nlEe and protest against unsafe food 
handling.";^,

A tape measure, scaled to tbe 
globe, will show tbe distance and 
flying time to any place In tbe 
world. Ouigadongoa, Incidentally, is 
7,000 miles and 2S hours from Twin 
Falls, a flip of the tape revealed. 
Tourltt attractions In that area were 
not listed, but geography books list 
It as a novel little north African 
village.
